“Wot only is it not true-sthat our 
treaty stipulations with Japan bind us 
to join her in war against. the “United 
States, but we deliberately Varied those 
stipulations in 1919 for the express pur, 
pose of .excluding the. possibility, of in- 
eurring this Hability. . The provsion in 
the subsisting treaty is explicit. It de- 
clares that shoulq either party to the 
document .maké a treaty of general ar- 
bitration with a third power.such party 
should not“be bound by. the Anglo-Jap- 
anesé treaty of alliance to go tq war 
with such third party. 

“ When this clausé-was inserted in the 
alliance, with the entire approval of 
Jepan; .we were on the point of signing 
a treaty of general arbitration with the 
Government of Président Taft.

Chairman Good's attack was made 
during "a debate. on the, necessity’ of 
enforcing economies in every direction. 
He predicted further reductions in 
forthcoming . appropriation. measures 
and said that the “strictest economy 
must be enforced until we knpw where 
Wwe are; until we know the reconstruc- 
tion policy of the United States.” 

Mr, Good declared that the Shipping 
Board had “no policy at alL”- He 
described. it as wavéring, and unable 
to determine at what prices ships should 
be sold. A, year’ ago, he said; the 
board was willing to sell the ships for 
$185 a deadweight ton. ‘' Now they are 
‘willing to- sell them for $166 a ton,” he

ECONOMIES DIFFICULT. 


Two of the big appropriation bills! 


have been repofted to the House, and 
there are exultant ‘cries. about the 
wonderful bone surgery performed.

‘drastic’? way until there is an 
appearance of having saved rhore than 
$400,000,000, But there is no réal 
saving at all unless the appropriations 
are less, not than thé" estimates, but 
than the money. voted last year. And 
when we make this comparison we 
find that the two _bilis—the Sundry 
Civi] and the Post Office bills—actually 
carry some $17; 000,000 more than last 
year. This id mainly due to an in- 
crease of nearly $70,000,000. im the 
Post Office appropriation; and this, in 
turn, is due to the higher pay for let- 
ter carriers and clerks, and to. the 
larger sums owing to the railroads for 
transporting the mails: When such 
advances are ordered by one session 
of ‘Congress there is nothing left for 
the next one but to foot the bill. 

Furthermore, there its always the 
fear that some of the items-.stricken 
from the Sundry Civil bill will have to 
be put back again, or else will turn 
up in @ General Deficiency bill later. 
About $100,000,000, for example, has 
been hacked from the estimates for 
war risk insurance and the vocational 
training of ex-soldiers. Is such a deep 
cutting warranted? Take the Immi- 
gratiow Service. There is a strong 
and justified demand for its enlarge- 
ment and improvement; but the com- 
mittee lops off $2,500,000 from. the 
appropriation. . 

No one weuld wish to discourage the 
most severe governmental economy. 
But the way of the Congressional 
retrencher is proverbially hard. And 
it is still true that policy is what 
causes. expenditure. Adopt a more 
economical policy—say as respects 
armaments—and the outlay 
tumble of itself. ait : 








NOT. WORTH DYING FOR. 

D’ AnNnuNzIO has given to the end of 
the tragi-comedy of Fiume a “‘ snap ” 
that is worthy of: O. Henry. As 
General. Caviarta’s troops fight their 
way into the city he surrenders au- 
thority to the Mayor,and City Council, 


‘who ‘promptly proceed to make peace’ 


If the citizens of Fiume had had their 
Way, peace would probably have been 
made long ago, but some of the most 
eminent of them are still in jail as 
a consequence of their. suggestions of 
moderation. The embattled poet would 
haye none of that. He. would fight 
to the last ditch and then blow Fiume 
into the air and himself with it. 
Fiume still stands, or most. of it. 
The legionaries seem to have fought 
rather fiercely, and they had the great 
advantage of not caring what hap- 
pened to Fiume.. ‘They were fighting 
for an Idea, and the fate of the city 
with which thet idea was temporarily 
identified. was of no particular im- 
portance. . The regulars, however, had 
to be more careful. They were fight- 
ing for the people of Italy; it was 
their business to save the town if it 
could be done. They ‘fought with 
bayonets. and bullets against field 
guns and bombs, and seem to have 
suffered accordingly. .. 
The inspired Gasgrete, however, did 
not suffer, except from a slight scalp 
wound. Some hundreds of men have 
died for this great if somewhat vague 
idea, but the man in whom the idea 
is incarnate does not intend to die. 
He is going to sail ayay in an air- 
plane, accompanied by the beautiful 
girl. who. is to become. his bride as 
soon as the preceding bride has got 
her divorce. He announces that he 
ts ‘atill *‘ alive and inexorable.”

GENERAL PERSHING’S PLEA. 

When General PersHiNo said at the 
dinner ‘of the European Relief Coun- 
cil, in a-plea for action to-prevent the 
recurrence of great wars, that - ** an 
** important step would be to curtail 
** expendittres for the maintenance of 
‘navies and armies,’. there was 
** tremendous applause.(’ One. can 
undérstand why. The ‘longing. for 
permanent peace does not account for 
all. the .fervor of the. applause that 
greeted the General’s declaration: He 
stood there a& the victorious’ soldier 
who had commanded an .American 
host in France ‘and had thought more 
of humanity’ in the dark days of 1918 
than of glory. In him 2,000,000 
American fighting men were repre- 
sented, and there was a feeling that 
peace was deater to him than his 
great reputation; that, indeed, he ut- 
tered the sentiment of the American 
Expeditionary Force. 

General PersHine’s address was one 
of. the strongest. appeals for reduting 
armaments “that have~ been heard 
since the armistice. There is no doubt 
that it will’ be cabled to every part of 
the world: _It should make a pro- 
found impression in Great, Britain, in 
France, in Japan. Germany may be 
added,: for it is a mistake to. suppose 
that the German people.desire a war 
of .revenge.. It may lurk.in the 
minds. of survivors of the military 
oligarchy, and unprincipled politicians 
may enteftain the idea, but the Ger- 
man people must now abhor war. A 
striking Passage in‘ General Prsr- 
SHING’s speech was that in which he 
said that unless a move is made 
among .the mations to limit arma- 
ments *‘ we may well ask ourselves 
“* whether civilization does’ not really 
“‘ reach a point where it begins: to 
** destroy itself, and whether we are 
“hot thus doomed to go headlong 
‘*down through destructive war to 
*““ darkness and barbarism.” The 
thought has been in many minds. 

Two years after. the armistice, 
which’ was to be the beginning of the 








‘end of war, what the world has is an 


armed truce: ‘‘ It would appear,’’ as 
General PEerRsHING says, ‘that the 
‘* lessons of the past six years should 
“* be enough to convince everybody 
‘* of the danger of nations striding 
“‘up and down the earth armed to 
“* the teeth.”” | That this condition is 
due in-nho small degree to the failure 
‘of the United States to ratify the 
Treaty of Versailles and accept the 
Covenant with its plans for reduction 
of armaments can hardly be doubted. 








ALPHA OF O’RYAN. 

It has often been said that the cul- 
mination of the Renaissance was due 
to an enlargement of the human imag- 
ination, resulting from the discovery 
of America. What shall result from 
modern discoveries. as to the stellar 
universe? According to Professor 
MICHELSON, the great star Alpha of 
Orion would fill our entire’ solar sys- 
tem far beyond the orbit of the earth 
and out almost to the orbit of Mars. 
It would contain 27,000,000 of our 
suns and so many trillions of globes 
like. ours that it was apparently not 
worth while to count them. Professor 
MICHELSON has measured. Alpha, and 
nobody. else has;.so we shall have to 
believe‘ him. But. for: the ordinary 
man whose daily orbit is limited. by 
certain subway stations and whose 
utmost altitude is a window in an of- 
fice building, such calculations do not 
enlarge the imagination; they rather 
explode if with a pop like a toy bal- 
loon. ;

Observatory has done what*he can to 
sustain our reason,. Alpha Orionis, he 
tells us, is vastly. inflated and is sub- 
ject to the laws we have observed of 
late In business. It is an exceedingly

It thus appears that there is. nothing 
novel in principle in the decleration
